Washington, April 12.— The long 
and bitter struggle over the Porto the following 
Rican tariff bill ended yesterday, 
when the House by a vote of 161 to 
153 concurred in all the Senate 
amendments. 

The bill now requires only the 
^natures of the Speaker of the 
House and the president of the Sen- 
before going to the President 
for his approval. These pignatures 
will be attached to-day and be- 
fore nightfall the bill will probably 
be a law. 

the bill originally passed the 
House it was a simple bill imposing 
15 per cent, of the Dingley rates on 
goods going into Porto Rico from 
the United States and coming from 
Porto Rico into the United States. 
As amended by the Senate and 
to-day agreed to by the House 
restrictions on goods coming 
the United States are eliminated 
and certain food-stuffs and other 
articles which heretofore ha\e gone 
into Porto Rico by executive order 
are excluded from the operation of 
the 15 per cent, duty imposed 
goods entering the island from the 
United States. 

A complete scheme of civil gov. 
ernment for the island is also at- 
tached to the measure. 

Republicans Opposing. 
Upon the final vote nine Republi- 
cans voted against the bill— Messrs. 
Heatwole (Minn.), Crumpacker 
(Ind.), Lane (la.). Littlefield (Me.) 
McCall (Mass.), 11. C. Smith 
(Mich.), Warner (III.), Fletcher 
(Me.) and Lorimer (111.). 

Two Democrats, Messrs. Davej 
and Meyer (La.), were paired witl 
Democrats in favor of the bill, an< 
one Democrat, Mr. Sibley (Pa.) 
vcted for it outright. Mr. Davis 
the other Democrat who voted for 
the original bill to-day voted against 
concurrence. 

Mr. Stallings (Dem., Ala.) was 
the only member on either aide ab- 
sent and unpaired.
